INTBRVOCBANIC CANAL. 


A Washington special saya the 


President in his annual message will 
report to Congress in favor of build- 
ing a ship canal connecting the At 
lantio and Pacific Oceans. The Com- 
missioners who make the report were 
appointed by the Secretory of the 
Navy to investigate the merits of 
various ship canal routes for connect- 
ing the Pacific with the Atlantic. It 
is merely a preliminary one, but in 
to be followed by a fuller report, giv- 
ing more in detail the history of the 
•examination and the reasons for the 
•decision at which they have arrived, 
that the Nicaragua ronte is the most 
feasible of all the routes surveyed. 
This report will be given to the Pres- 
ident in order that he may be able to 
present the matter to Congress in his 
message. It was thought at first that 
the report wonld *be delayed until 
January, and then sent into Congress 
'with a special message. The Presi- 
dent takes the greatest possible in- 
terest in the inter-oceanic 
canal 


scheme, and will do all he can to aid 
it. The problem of connecting the 
•two oceans has been one that has 
•occupied the attention of statesmen, 
navigators and mariners for the last 
three hundred and seventy-five years. 
The enormous saving of distance, 
time, cost and risks which it would 
give to the world, has been carefu'ly 
tabulated, and there remains nothing 
to show but the feasibility of the 
route. This the Commissioners claim 
has been done in the survey made 
npon the Nicaragua route. It is now 
.regarded as of the highest importance 
that the United States should take 
some action at once to carry ont the 
feasible plan of the canal, in order to 
prevent either France or England 
from oomiiig in and reaping the hon- 
or and profit of the great enterprise. 
The result of this work cannot be 
fully estimated; the great saving in 
the carrying trade and the facilities 
•of the connection between Eastern 
Asia and Western America with 
Europe cannot be readily calculated. 
When the canal is completed nearly 
-one half of the carrying trade will be 
revolutionized. The commission has 
made a most thorough examination 
of all evidence before it, and will 
urge npon Congress the need -of 
speedy action. Beside the testimony 
of officers who have made the sur- 
veys, they had also that of a civil 
commission made of Messrs. Walker 
and Ammen, aW Major MoFarland, 
of the Army Engineer Corps, who 
'have examined carefully the feasibil- 
ity of the ship canal. In examining 
.the various reports, objections of an 
^almost insurmountable nature were 
found in all but the Nicaragua ronte. 
It is a longer route than any of the 
others, with the exception, psrhups, 
of the Tehanntepeo route, but its 
other advantages more than compen- 
sate for the bod feature of its length. 
It is the only iMite where the cli- 
mate is not dangerous to health. In 
lower routes the malarial influences 
would destroy the greater portion of 
the workmen lieforo the canal was 
completed. It is too the only route 
where a proper supply of water 
could be found. Lake Nicaragua on 
this route being able to furnish a 
convenient and uniform supply of 
•water. The other routes are very 
defective in many other ways: They 
extend through a worthless waste of 
country that is impossible of devel- 
opment. The route through Nica- 
ragua is represented as the paradise 
of Central America, and one that will 
return untold wealth under proper 
development, for comparatively the 
small sum of sixty odd million dol- 
lars. The commission claim that an 
enormous return would bo made. One 
item alone it is thought would make 
the expense of building the canal a 


SCHOOL AND MINRMAI, LANDS.

Saturday contained the .decision of 
the Supreme C'onrt of Narad* in the 
case of Solomon Hcydenfeldt against 
the Daney Gold and Stiver Mining 
Company." The case involved the 
title of the State to the sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections of the uaooou 
pied public lands granted to the 
commonwealth by Congress, where 
the same embrace mineral lands. 
The Supreme Court considers it one 
of unusual interest, involving prin 
ciples of great importance, and says 
it was ably argued by learned conn 
sel and received the careful attention 
of the court. The title to a large 
number of these sections had been 
secured by persons under the as- 
sumption that Congress had con- 
veyed them to the State for educa- 
tional purposes, regardless of the 
fact that many of them contained 
valuable mines. This opinion was 
backed by a decision of the Supreme 
Conrt of California, bat is now set 
aside by the Supreme Court of this 
State, which decides in effect that 
these school sections cannot be 
claimed by the State when they con- 
tain minerals. This opinion is by 
Chief Justice Hawley, and is con- 
curred in by Judge EarII. Judge 
Beatty differs from the majority of 
the court, oa some points, and is of 
the opinion that all the sixteenth and 
thirty-sixth sections, whether miner- 
al lands or not, belong to the State, 
unless they have been disposed of by 
Act of Congress prior to the passage 
of the Enabling Act, by which they 
were granted to Nevada. He does 
not think, however, that the appel 
ant can derive any advantage from 
his conclusion, for the Legislature 
has acquiesced in the Congressional 
nterpretation of the grant, that it 
does not embrace the mineral lands, 
and has agreed that they shall be re- 
served from sale. He therefore con- 
curs in the opinion of the court in 
ho case at issue, which was an ac- 
tion of ejectment to recover a portion 
of the sixteenth section, in which 
the Daney mine is located. 


TUB MORMONS. 


A prominent English clergyman 


who has been paying a Visit to the 
Mormons, has published a letter 
since his return to London in which 
he says that Brigbam and his flock 
are preparing for a new exodus. Our 
Qnglish friend believes that they in- 
tend to move to Palestine, but his 
only ground for this opinion seems 
,o be that when traveling in Syria he 
met several of the prominent func- 
tionaries of the Mormon hierarchy, 
evidently spying ont the land. That 
some of the Mormon leaders have 
seriously contemplated a new exodus 
a likely enough, but the great mass 
of the people of Utah will not en- 
gage in any such folly. They are 
very comfortable where they are, and 
all they have to do to remain per- 
mantly so is to abandon their illegal 
practices.

Stats Sward of Centennial Commis- 
sioner* have adopted the following 
resolutions, requesting the people oi 
California, Oregon and Arizona to 
join Nevada in building a head- 
quarters at Philadelphia in 1876: 


WHBBKAS, The peopta of the State 


of Nevada, at the last session of the 
Legislature, did appropriate the sum 
of 820,000, to be expended under the 
direction of the State Board of On 
tennial Commissioners, for the pur- 
pose of properly representing the 
State at the Centennial Exhibition at 
Philadelphia in 1876; and, whereas, 
the Commissioners are desirous of 
erecting a building in the Park as 
place of meeting for information and 
for the convenience of the' people of

To 
do this would require, in addition to 
what will be given by St. Paul's Sun- 
day School, fro DO $400 to $500 a ye«r, 
and this would secure thn regular 
instruction of several hundred China 
men aad boys in the fundamental 
principles of our religion.

For, and ho has more influeuce otvr 
them than I sluml I have, evon if I 
could speak their l.tngnage.

Mr. Jervey he 
has translated the Older for Evening 
Prayer into Chinese, and uties it 
every Sunday evening at bin service.
